posed the provisions of the bill. Senator 
Sherman followed, criticizing the bill sharp- 
ly. Hewas confident that Congress could 
govern Utah as it saw fit, yet it might not be 
judicious to use such arbitrary measures. 
But a small fraction of the inhabitants of 
Utab are Mormon voters, and their punish- 
ment may fail to accomplish the ex- 
termination of the unchristian system. 
Senator Lamar had not been able to 
attend the meetings of the committee, but 
the bill appeared to him to be a eruel meas- 
ure, which, if adopted, would inflict suffer- 
ings on large masses. At half-past 5 Sen- 
ator Edmunds rose to close the debate. He 
said that he would like to speak for an hour, 
but he would only oecupy ten minutes.

those officials in Utah who should not be 
in authority, and would also give those Mor- 
mons who wish to emancipate themselves 
from the domination of the Church 
of the Latter-Day Saints ag chance 
to do so. An amendment was proposed by 
the Democrats, evidently to hamper the bill. 
The number of Commissioners was reduced 
fcom five to three, but the other propositions 
were rejected. At last the bill as amended 
was reported to the Senate. A number of 
Senators who were invited to dinner parties 
obtained pairs and left, while the galleries 
were gradually emptied, until not a score of 
persons remained in them. 

JUDGE DAVIS 
presided with ability, and worked his way 
through several knotty question on the re- 
ception of amendments. Senator Salisbury 
pathetically asked the Senate to postpone 
the time at which this Dill shall go 
into effect until 1883, but only 
twelve voted with him, while forty-one 
voted the other way.

FIXING APPORTIONMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 16.—The House 
of Representatives today, by a vote of 162 to 
to 104, decided that the total membership of 
that body for the next ten years, unless it 
shall be increased by the admission of new 
States, shall be fixed at 325. Of course, the 
bill must yet pass tie Senate, and it is possi- 
ble it may be amended by that body so as to 
reduce the number of Representatives. Once 
in the history of the country the Senate 
has taken what might almost be called 
a liberty, ‘and reduced the number of 
Representatives which the House had agreed 
upon. It is hardly probable, however, that 
such will be the result in this case. But that 
the number agreed upon by the House today 
will be accepted by the Senate and the coun- 
try as the best that under the circumstances 
could be done is agreed. All the Republic- 
ans except two, Darrall, of Louisiana, and 
White, of Kentucky, voted for 325, 


THE DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS 
from South Carolina and Texas, besides a 
few from Louisiana and Maryland, voted 
with the.Republicans. Theremainder of the 
Democrats voted solidly against the proposi- 
tion, preferring the one brought forward in 
the last Congress by the Republicans, and 
which, after a long partisan struggle, carried, 
fixing the number at 319. For several days 
past there have been frequent consultations 
of an informal character held by the Repub- 
licans, with a view of agreeing upon some 
number upon which they could make a fight. 
The more Stalwart element was in favor of 
S22, and, at a meeting of the Republican 
members of the Census Committee held this 
morning, vigoroas efforts were made by sev- 
eral members to have that number agreed 
upon as one on which the Repub- 
licans could make a stand. A ma- 
jority, however, was agains® this, and 
decided that, under the circumstances, 325 
was the best number to be selected. Of 
course, the main thing to be cansidered was 
the effect of the apportionment upon tne 
Electoral vote of 1884. By fixing the number 
at 822 the Republicans would have a very 
considerable political advantage of the Dem- 
ocrats, as the three additional votes to be 
gained would. come from the Republican 
States of lowa, Kansas, and Wisconsin; but 
it was a proposition such as the Republicans

bad filibustered against for days. Then the 
Democrats insisted upon and fought for 307, 
which would have given them a partisan ad- 
vantage of six votes in the Electoral College. 
By adding an additional Representative from 
each of the States of South Carolina, Texas, 
and New York, all presumably Democratic, 
the political balance was restored, and if the 
number 32% shall be adopted neither party 
will have much advantage of the other in 
what might be called the certainties in the 
next Presidential campaign. As soon as the 
Republican conference dissolved this morn- 
ing, the members of the committee immedi- 
ately began a canvass among the Repnb- 
lican members of the House to win 
their united support for the number 
agreed upon, and they succeeded, with the 
two exceptions before mentioned. The South 
Carolina and Texas votes were assured be- 
cause each of these States gained an ad- 
ditional member.

IN COMMITTER. 
RAUM BEFORE THE WAYS AND MEANS—HIS 
ESTIMATES. 
Anecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribu 

Wasnrnaton, D. C., Dec. 16.—Gen. Raum, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, ap- 
peared before the Internal-Revenue sub- 
committee of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee tonight,in accordance with an invitation to 
answer questions as to the general character 
and effect of the Internal-Revenue bill in- 
troduced in the House by Mr. Carlisle, 
which is known as the distillers’ compro- 
mise bill, and toward which it is claimed the 
sub-committee is favorably disposed. The 
bill embodies many of the suggestions made 
by the United States Distillers’ Association, 
represented here in part by Dr. Rush, of 
Chicago, and Mr. Clark, of Peoria, and by 
Mr. Wharton, of Kentucky. So far as the 
interest goes, it will 
be a compromise of the views 
of the distillers of the rye and 
the bourbon whisky if there is to be any 
reduction of internal-revenue tax at all. The 
bill is understood to meet with the approval 
of the Internal-Revenue Bureau, at least so 
far as the machinery which it provides is 
concerned, Gen. Raum was called to give 
some specific information as to the operation 
of the law. He gave the following 

GENERAL ANALYSIS OF THE BILL: 
The bill provides, first, for the extension of the , 
bonded period indefinitly, with a limitation 
as to leakage to a perioa of eight years; sec- 
ond, substituting an annual warehousing 
bond for the present system of monthly 
warehousing bonds, the annual distillers’ 
bond and the warehousing bond to be 
executed on the Ist of May as a condition 
precedent to starting the distillery; third, a 
provision looking to economy in the assign- 
ment of Sterekeepers and small distillers, 
which provides that, where a distillery sus- 
pends for a period of twelve months with 
twenty-six gallons or less in the warehouse, 
that these spirits shall be stored in a general 
bonded warehouse in the district, to remain 
there subject to the payment of the taxes. 

THE MOST IMPOR”ANT PROVISION, ; 
however, is the proposed reduction of the 
tax from 90 to 50 cents per gallon, which 
would reduce the income from spirits, upon 
the basis of the collections of 1881, $27,000,-

To the Western Assuciated Press.

BOILER EXPLOSION, 
ONE MAN KILLED AND SEVERAL INJURED. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 
New Tonk. Feb. 16.—A low, rumbling 
noise, quickly followed bya dull, heavy re- 
port and a terrific upheaval of masonry, tim- 
bers, and buge boilers, startled the hundreds 
of people who happened to be in the vicinity 
of the Fulton ferry-house in Brooklyn about 
11:40 a. m. today. After the shower of mis- 
siles was over a crowd quiekly assembled, 
and it was ascertained that one or more of 
the large boilers in the boiler-room of the 
Brooklyn City Mulls had exploded. The mills 
are nearly opposit the ferry-house, near 
the foos of Fulton street, and, as 
that locality is the terminus of many lines 
of street-cars, and is generally thronged with 
people, fears were expressed in the excite- 
ment of the moment that there had been 
great destruction of life as well as property. 
For a few seconds the wildest excitement 
prevailed; but soon the police organized a 
patrol around the scene of the accident, and 

AN INVESTIGATION 

was begun. It was found that but one man 
had been killed and four or five others 
injured. With one or two excep 
tions the injuries of the latter con- 
sisted of slight bruises and scratches. 
The large building which comprises the 
mills is owned by a company, of which 
Gen. H. W. Slocum is President and Jewell 
Brothers are managers. It is ot brick, and 
six stories in hight. On its west side was 
the boiler-house, a one-story brick structure 
about twenty-five feet wide by fifty feet long. 
This boiler-house stood close against the 
larger building, and it contained three large 
horizontal return-pipe boilers, six and a half 
feet in diameter by eighteen feet long.. The 
weight of each boiler was about twelve tons. 
The explosion, as described by witnesses, was 
as violent as it was sudden. Both people 

and horses in the vicinity seemed to be 

COMPLETELY OVERCOME WITH FRIGHT. 
The walls of the boiler-house were com plete- 
ly demolished, and the bricks and splintered 
timbers were blown in every direction. One 
of the heavy boilers was huried straight into 
the air as high as the third story of the mill 
pbuilding, and iu its descent struck the grain 
conveyor, which extended from the mills 
nearly to the end of Jewell’s wharf, tearing 
it to pieces, and crushing a portion of it to 
the ground. Another boiler was thrown 
out upon the wharf, thirty or forty 
feet away from its proper position. 
Large beams and bits of iron were 
distriputed around upon the roofs of the 
adjacent low buildings, and bricks were sent 
200 or 300 feet east and west. Quite a num- 
ber of bricks fell upon the ferryboat Fulton. 
breaking through the roof and windows and 
inflicting 


SLIGHT INJURIES UPON SOME OF inn PAS- 
SENGERS. 


Nearly every window in the west wall of the 
mili building was broken, and a large hole 
was made in the lower part of. the wall by 
the concussion. Almost the entire base of 
the tall chimney was knocked away, leaving 
a shaft of brick about a hundred feet high in 
a very shaky and threatening condition. 
The Erie annex office, a small one-story 
frame building, which stands more than 
thirty féet away from the old boiler-house, 
escaped injury with the exception of a few 
broken windows. The roof and windows of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad freight-house 
near by were damaged to some extent. The 
only person killed was was Gilbert Stevens, 
the engineer, who was alone in the boiler- 
room at the time of the explosion. Poor 
Stevens was probably instantly killed, for 
his blackened body was found lying, face 
upward, underneath the front part of the 
first boiler. 

TWO PERSONS WERE SEVERELY INJURED 
and were taken to Long Island College Hos- 
pital. One of them—William Cowan—is a 
cooper, who was in the employ of the mills. 
He was working near the door of the boiler- 
shop, and wa’ struck by bricks and timbers 
and badly injured on the right hip and leg. 
Both his hands were badly burned by steam, 
and he received a serious scalp wound.

CONTRACTS 


- DISCUSSED BY THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Feb. 16.—A question of much 
interest occupied the attention of the mem- 
bers of the Produce Exchange today, result- 
ing from the recent failure of W. R. Preston 
& Co. It is required that contracts made 
between members of the exchange be bound 
by a certain percentage deposit on the 
amount of the contract. These margins are 
placed with the officers of ‘the exchange, and 
by them deposited with a trnst company. 
When W. R. Preston & Co. failed the mar- 
gins up in the names of their customers on 
existing contracts at the Produce and Cotton 
Exchanges aggregated about $150,000. The 
Produce Exchange has a rule which pre- 
vents the return of the margins on contracts,

signed by both parties to the contract and 
by ‘the Superintendent of the er- 
change. The margins up in the 
case of W. R. Preston & Co. were 
largely with the Cotton Exchange, amount- 
ing to over $100,000. An order for the return 
of the deposits was presented to the Cotton 
Exchange today. The signature of W. R. 
Preston & Co. and of opposit con- 
tracting parties were attached to the 
order, and it was promptly hon- 
ored. A similar order was presented 
at the Produce Exchange. W. R. Preston & 
Co. asked that the money and deposits for 
their customers be returned, and the custom- 
ers joined in the petition, but Superintenda- 
ent Grant declined to affix his signature to 
the application. He acted under advice of 
the Exchange’s counsel, taking the ground 
that W. R. Preston & Co., having made an 
asignment, had 
PASSED OUT OF EXISTENCE 

as a firm, and were without power to sign 
any such document as that contemplated. 
In the laws of the Exchange an order is 
necessary for the release of contract 
moneys on deposit. The customers, 
however, insisted that the moueys on 
deposit were notin any sense the assets of 
W. R. Preston & Co., but belonged to their 
customers, and to withhold it longer was to 
deprive them of the use of their own funds. 
A committee of the creditors of W. 
R. Preston & Co. had a confer- 
ence with the counsel of the 
exchange late in the afternoon. The matter 
is likely to come up for consideration before 
the Board of Managers of the exchange to- 
morrow. There is a division of sentiment 
among the members of the exchange as to 
the question which has never before been 
raised. In the Cotton Exchange there was 
a precedent for the prompt compliance with 
the application.

George Butler as American Consul-Gen- 
eral in Egypt.

Not long before the close of Grant’s first Ad-

I hasten to say that this 
Government agrees with him in profoundiy de- 
plortu the disorders and suffermgs that have 
already fallen upon, and the ochers that continue 
to impend over, the people of Peru, and fully 
shares the humane and enlightened senti- 
ments which have inspired in him a 
personal interest in that struggle, and have in- 
duced bim to suggest a concerted effort by 
France, Great Britain, and the United States to 
bring the conflict to an end. Such interventions 
are frequent in Europe and diplomatic history,

in preserving the equilibrium of the Powers; 
but the United States has not belonged to that 
system of States of which France and Great 
Britain are such important members, and has 
never participated in adjustment of their con- 
tentions. Neither interest nor inclination 
leads this country to have a voice in 
the discussion of these questions, but our 
relations to the States of the American Conti- 
nent are widely different, and the situation is so 
nearly reversed that this Government, while ap-

Tue Panama ‘correspondent of the New 
York Herald sends that paper the results of 
an interview with M. Hersent, who is 
charged with the preliminary works on the 
canal, The works proper—that is, digging, 
excavation, ete.—have not yet commenced. 

Labor 
has been devoted to clearing away the forests 
and jungles on either side the proposed 
route for a quarter of a mile back.

M. Hersent replied that this problem was not 
a formidable one, and that they would pro- 
ceed, a3 was done in the Suez Canal swamps, 
by sending down piles to sustain the banks 
and keep out the mud which wouid other- 
wise fill up the eut.

Tue Anti-Polygamy bill was pat through 
the National Senate yesterday substantially 
as it came from the Judiciary Committee, 
under the pressure of Mr. Edmunds’ hrm 
and vigilant direction. The Senators from 
certain of the Southern States almost ex- 
hausted themselves, and quite emptied the 
chamber by their voelferations about the Con- 
stitution. It is usually the signal for the Re- 
publican Senators and most of the sensible 
Democrats to seek the seclusion of the eloak- 
rooms whet one of the great constitutional 
luminaries from Florida, Missouri, or Ala- 
bama rises to expound the organic law. Mr. 
Edmunds, in his elosing speech, dismissed 
all these arguments with a mixture of frony 
and charity that they quite deserved. He 
said he was sorry to see a sentiment of co- 
ordination with a former institution having 
its influence in the minds of the Senators 
when they were considering the subject of 
Governmental control of the Territories. He 
would not enter into the discussion of these 
questions, because it was not necessary, and he 
was prepared to assume, without argument, 
that Congress had absolute power over the 
Territories, and might wipe out their Gov- 
ernments or reorganize them, as it saw At. 
Senator Edmunds admitted that this bill was 
not as radical a measure as it might yet be 
necessary to adopt. The Judiciary Commit- 
tee had thought it best to try milder rem- 
edles first and resort to heroic measures later, 
ifthey should be required. In explaining 
his vote, Senator Sherman said he had no 
expectation that this bill would prove effica- 
cious te correct the evils complained of in 
Utah. The Mormon hierarchy was too well 
organized to be overcome by a returning- 
Mr. Sherman believed the only 
proper course was to establish a Board ot 
Commissioners like that which how governs 
the District of Columvia, but he voted for the 
bill in the belief that it eould do no harm and 
mignt do some good. It is much to be hoped 
that some amendment looking te the meas- 
ures suggested by Mr. Sherman may be 
adopted in the House. Mr, Willits has 
sueh an amendment in view, and will urge 
it at the proper time. 


THE NEW APPORTIONMENT BILL. 

The House of Representatives at Washing 
ton yesterday adopted at Amendment to the 
Apporuonment bill fixing the membership 
in the lower branch of the Forty-eighth Con- 
gress at 325, and apportioning the members 
among the several States accordingly. The 
majority in favor of the bill was about fifty. 
A number of Democrats, including the full 
delegations from Texas and South Carolina. 
voted for it, and many refrained from voting. 
More than a majority of the whole number 
of members entitled to seats voted for the 
amendment. The bill will go to the Senate, 
therefore, with the authority of a measure 
approved by the popular branch of Congress 
without exact distinction of party. It will 
undoubtedly receive the assent of the Sen- 
ate and the President, and become a law in 
a few days. 

The 385 bill is, if anything, a little more 
favorable to the Republicans than the 319 
bill was. It gives an extra member each to 
lowa, Kansas, Wisconsin, South Carolina, 
Texas, and New York. The first three States 
are Republican. It is not certain that the 
last three are Democratic. New York is 
doubtful in the off years, and more than apt 
to be Republican in the Presidential years. 
Mr. Cox himself, who is a Tammany repre 
sentative, admitted that New York was like- 
ly to be Republiean from present indications 
for a long series of years. The new member 
of Congress will be awarded to tne City of 
New York, and will undoubtedly be a Demo- 
crat, but in the Electoral College jhe new 
vote will be counted, uniess the signs fail, 
for the Republican candidate. 

Between the seetions the Electoral vote wil! 
be divided, under the new Apportionment 
bill, as follows: ‘Twenty Northern States, 
197; sixteen Southern States, 153; New York 
and Indiana, 51; total, 401; necessary to a 
ehoice, 21. New York will have 34 mem- 
bers, Pennsylvania W. Ohio 21, and Lilinols 
20—each one more than at present. The 
States that gain the largest number of new 
members are: Texas 5, Kansas 4, Minne- 
sota, lowa, California, Michigan, Nebraska, 
and South Carolina 2 each. fhe States to 
lose are Maine, New Hampshire, and Ver- 
mont. 

The attempt to give Illinois two new mem- 
bers was abandoned early in the debate, as it 
became evident that the twenty-tirst member, 
if obtained, would have to be allotted to the 
Democrats. There is no desire among fair- 
minded Republicans in Washington to see 
the State of Illinois violently gerrymandered. 
If political experience has proved anything, 
it has shown that gerrymandering in the long 
run does not pay. The practice of cutting 
up the State into many districts, each having 
a small majority, has often resulted in re- 
versing the calculations of both political 
parties. It is to be hoped that this error will 
not be repeated in Lilinois. On a basis of 
$25, IIIinois will be entitled to twenty mem- 
bers, of whom four must be allotted 
to Cook County. it would be the 
sheerest folly te attempt to make four 
Republican districts in this county. One 
district should be conceded to the Demo- 
erats. They have a right to it, and if they 
are denied it they will not improbably obtain 
more than one, The gentlemen from Tip- 
perary and Connaught in the Bridgeport 
distriet should be permitted to fight it out 
among themselves, and it may not infre 
quently happen that while they are quarrel- 
ing a Republican will slip in between them 
and get the certificate of election. 

The 825 bill is, on the whole, to be highly 
commended, and not less so is the fair and 
business-like spirit in which the House has 
approached the subject. The wisdom of put- 
ting through a bill that would command 
support from both sides was early pereelved, 
and this policy was consistently pursued to 
the end. ‘The promptness, diligence, and 
liberality of the majority in the present 
House compare very favorably with the 
spirit that controlled the Demoeratie major- 
ity in the three previous Congresses. .

Tue publication in yesterday’s Trrmune, 
occupying a page and more of the paper, of 
the proceedings at the Palmer House cele- 
bration of the centennial anniversary of the 
Dungannon Convention in Ireland in 1783, 
was possibly a surprise to many of our read- 
ers. The Dungauhon Convention was in a 
large sense caused by the American Revolu- 
tion, and followed close upon the surrender 
of Cornwallis at Yorktown. it was the first 
national response to the successful establish- 
ment of popular freedom in the New World, 
and the first national indorsement and asser- 
tion of the great principles that all just Gov- 
ernments derive their powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, a principle thus practi- 
eally enforeed by the American Revolution. 

The Dungannon Convention, held four 
months after the surrender of Cornwallis in 
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dered at Yorktown to superior force; at 
Dungannon it surrendered without a strug- 
gle to the demand of a united people, armed 
in thelr common cause. The centennial 
anuiversary of that event was properly cele 
brated by men iu this city connected by blood 
with the men of 1782, and Tun TRIBUNE sur- 
rendered so much of its columns as was nec- 
essary to extend the great truth, that no peo- 
ble ean become free who are not united among 
themselves, and that self-government is only 
possible to those who cay sink all differences 
and divisions to maintain the national cause.

THE WHISKY AND TOBACCO TAXES. 

The figures which Commissioner Raum 
submitied to the Committee on Ways and 
Means yesterday show clearly that in his 
judgment a reduction in the rates of tax 
on whisky and tobacco will seriously dimin- 
ish the revenues of the Government. The 
reduction of the whisky tax to 50 cents per 
gallon would cut off $28,000,000 of revenue. 
If the beer tax ‘were put at 60 cents a barrel, 
instead of $1, it would cost the Government 
$5,500,000. The reduetion of the tobacco tax 
from 16 cents to 10 cents per pound would 
take away $8,800,000 more, and the lowering 


of the cigar tax from %6 to $4 per 1,000 


would subtract $5,800,000 from the National 
revenues. The total reduction on this scale 
would be over $47,000,000, 

The Commissioner is understood to have 
said privately that there would be some com- 
pensation for this | of revenue in the in- 
ereased consumption of alcohol, but it can 
probably be shown at the proper time that 
this view of the case is due to an amiable dis- 
position on Mr. Raum's part to look at what 
he regards as the inevitable in a cheerful 
spirit. It is estimated by the Burean of Sta- 
tist tes that one-third of the wnole amount of 
distilied spirits now withdrawn from bond is 
used in the arts. If this estimate is approxi- 
mately correct, the revenue from this source 
must be about $20.000,000—the reduction 
would amount to $8,000,000 annually. How 
a reduction of 40 per cent on a production of 
$20,000,000 would cause an increase of reve- 
nue equal or nearly equal to the loss of 828. 
000,000 in the aggregate production it is diffi- 
cult to see. It would be necessary to have 
the consumption of alcehal in e arts in- 
ereased . 180 per cent to have a 50-cent tax 
bring in a revenuefrom distilled spirits equal 
to the present tax, 

It is to be hoped the people will under- 
stand that the reducuen of the taxes on 
whisky, beer, and tobacco will be of no ben- 
efit te the consumers of these articles. The 
reduction of the whisky tax to 50 cents would 
simply put 40 cents on every gallon sold into 
the pockets of the-distillers. There would 
be no differenee in the retail priceof whisky. 
Forty cents a gallon on whisky would be 
about three-quarters of a cent a glass. Forty 
cents a barrel on beer would be one-eighth 
of a cent a glass. Twedollarsa thousand 
on elgars would be one-fifth of a cent on 
each cigar. All these profitg would be en- 
joyed by the manufacturers, while the con- 
sumers and retail dealers would be taxed as 
heavily as before, 

Under any sound system of finance it 
would be impossible to get a respectful hear- 
ing fora proposition so seandalous as that 
which is now before the Committee on Ways 
and Means. It is seriously proposed to leave 
the heavy tax en wool and woolens, iron and 
steel, sugar, salt, and medicines where they 
now are, and td correct none of the crudities 
and monstrosities of the present tariff; to 
tax the poor negroes of the South even more 
than they pay at present for their cotton- 
ties, and shoye up the rates on steel blooms 
for the benefit of a clese corporation of 
monopolists; while, on the other hand, it is 
proposed to give bounties to the whisky-dis- 
tillers and tobaeco-manufacturers of the 
country, so that there may be a pretext tor 
keeping up the high-tariff rates indefinitly. 
In the light of such a proposition as this, the 
Tariff Commission which it is intended Con- 
gress shall authorize will be a delusion and 
asham. Its work will be cut out for it be- 
forehand. Its hands will be tied by the ne- 
cessity of raising a revenue for the Govern- 
ment almost wholly from duties on imports, 
and it will not havea reasonable discretion 
confided to it. That such was the intention 
of tle conspirators who have framed the 
Commission bill and agreed to reduce the in- 
ternal revenue taxes seems only too likely, 
and it will be the duty of fair-minded citi- 
zens to distrust all parts of their plan in the 
future, and regard any pretended system of 
revenue-reform coming from them with sus- 


picion. 
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Oun attention has been called to a bill pend- 
ing before the Committee of Commerce at 
Washington, prepared by Mr. Richard Pow- 
ers, of the Seamen’s Union of this city, and 
introduced by Mr. Aldrich, some of the pro- 
visions of which are somewhat remarkable. 
Among others is one that every sailing-vessel 
shal! carry one able seaman for each twenty- 
five tons earrying capacity. This will com- 
pel each vessel on the lakes of 1,000 or 1,500 
tons to employ forty to sixty seamen instead 
of the eighteen or twenty now usually em- 
ployed. It further provides that the seamen 
shall have each 216 cubic feet of space for his 
accommodation. This allowance of 40x 
216 cubie feet of space will be a large sub- 
traction of space out of a 1,000 ton lake ves- 
sel in the grain trade. This same bill pro- 


vides further that two-thirds of the crew of 


a lake vessel shall be American citizens, when 
not one-third of the lake sailors are citizens. 
To the merchants and shippers of Chicago 
these three arbitrary points have a special 
significance. The first has for its object the 
compulsory employment of extra seamen by 
making the number required on each vessel 
two or three times the number now em- 
ployed or considered necessary on lake 
schooners. The second point is to increase the 
cost of transportation by lake by making 
the expense of navigating the vessel twice as 
great as now, and thereby playing into the 
hands of the railroad eompanies. The third 
point is to exetude from employment on the 
lakes the thousands of handy and ex- 
perienced Norwegian and other European 
sailors during the five or six years they may 
be in this country after their arrival before 
they can be naturalized, This is a brutal 
Know-Nothing proposition. 

This bill, so far as these points are con- 
cerned, is in the special interest of the close 
corporation called the Sailors’ Union,” and 
run by Powers, and strengthening the hands 
of that organization in controlling the whole 
business of navigating the lakes. Under 
this bill, when the union“ shall order a 
strike, for any cause, no vessel will be al- 
lowed to depart from this or any other lake 
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other kind of employment? 

We have uo question that the regulations 
eoncerning the accommodation of seamen 
and the minimum number of sailors on a 
vessel may require revision if not additional 
legislation, but the regulations as proposed 
are not so much reformatory as they are de- 
structive and ruinous to the commerce of the 
lakes. > 


DESTRUCTION OF PINE FORESTS. 

The Commissioner of Census having 
in charge the statistics forestry in the 
United States has published bulletins giving 
details of the standing pine forests in many 
States North and South, The pine of the 
Southern States is of the yellow variety, 
while ln the Northwestern States and Cana- 
da and in Washington and Oregon the white 
pine of commerce has heretolore been found 
in abundance. The consumption of these 
forests has been most extraordinary. We 
have already published the statistics of the 
Commissioner. Substantially the report 
states that in Wisconsis, Michigan, and Min- 
nesota in May, 1880, there was left standing 
in the pine forests of these States merchant 
able pine, computed by board measure, equal 
to eighty-two thousand million feet, of whieh 
Wisconsin and Miehigan contained seventy- 
five thousand milifons of feet. The bine or- 
ests of Minnesota had been reduced to about 
six thousand million feet. The product of 
the lumber milis of the Northwest during 
eight years, including 1873 to 1880, was im- 
mense. We give the following compila 
tion for the year 1880: 
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8.60 1. 208. 
The total production of these districts dur- 
ing these eight y@ars is as follows: 


Grand total feet 

This is the production of only eight years 
in the Jumber districts of the lake region, 
including Minnesota, The estimate of pine 
standing in the forests, in 1880, admitting it 
to be substantially correct, shows how amall 
is the supply in reserve for years to come, 
The lumber sawed in 1881 was greater than in 
1880 and the demand is ever increasing. It 
will take comparatively few years to strip 
Wisconsin and Michigan as Minnesota has 
already been stripped. 

The destruction has been of the most 
glaring kind. Whenever the ax has deen 
applied it has been wielded indiscriminately. 
The cutter hag made aclean sweep, He has 
not spared the young trees, but has re 
morselesly ent everything down. This loss 
cannot be repaired; these forests cannot be 
restored; once destroyed they are lost for- 
ever. There has been also a most criminal 
waste from fire. No measures have ever 
been taken to guard these forests against 
fires, and the loss from accidents of that kind 
has been most extensive. 

Things have reachéa that point when the 
people of the West may begin to consider 
the future:. Where is the lumber to come 
from ten years hence? Even admitting that 
there shall be no further destruction of these 
forests by fire, at the present rate of manu- 
facture of lumber. there will be but little to 
be cut in ten or twelve years more. In the 
ten years from 1830 to 1889, it is not extrava- 
vant to assu me that the product will average 
7,500,000,000 feet a year, and that will nearly 
equal the whole amount of pine lumber 
estimated by the Census Bureau as standing 
in these three States in the spring of 1880. 

When these forests have been so reduced 
that the price of lumber will be seriously ad- 
vanced the only supply of white pine left will 
be found in the forests of Canada, and in the 
more remote regions of Oregon, and in Wash- 
ington Territory. The Canadian forests have 
not been so wantonly destroyed as have those 
in the United States on this side of the lakes. 
The practice has been to spare the young 
trees and only cut these ef mature growth, 
and the result has been that tracts ef forest 
have been cut at intervals and the second or 
even third cuttings have afforded most com- 
pensating crops of logs. The area of the 
Canadian forests is of great magnitude; 
much of it is still unexplored, and no esti- 
mate of its extent is now possible, The at- 
tention of American lumbermen has long 
since been attracted to it as well by the im- 
mensity of the supply as by the rapid disap- 
pearance ot the pine in the American 
States. Americans have already made ar- 
rangements for entering these foresta here- 
after, there to engage in she production of 
lumber for the American market when the 
American forests shall have been consumed. 

The receipts of lumber in Chicago th 1881 
exceeded 1.800, 000, 000 feet, the trade last year 
was 300,000,000 feet greater than it was the 
year before, and in 1882 the increase will be of 
even greater proportions. The speculations 
of some of the papers that with the con- 
sumption of the Michiganand Wisconsin for- 
ests, Chieago will cease to be tne great lum- 
ber market of the Mississippi Valley is al- 
together a mistake. The Canadian pine for- 
esis lie north of Lake Huron, and the lum- 
ber from that fegion will come to this city 
as naturaily as it eomes hither now from 
Michigan and Wisconsin. The New York 
Evening Post, writing on this subject, says:

In view of the proximity of the pine forests 
north of Lake Huron, we think the pre- 
dicted decline of Chicago as a jumber mar- 
ket is a little premature. The capital which 
cuts pine logs and manufactures lumber and 
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prices of stocks and produce is only a partial 
realization of a very general apprehension 
during the past few months. Outside com- 
paratively few hopeful operators and certain 
ingenious speculators who have had a motive 
in their “ bulling ” transactions there has 
been au almost universal impression that the 
apeculative properties, if not the entire range 
of articles of commerce, have been too high, 
The spirit of speculation has eutran the 
progress of enterprise. Prosperity has led 
to an extravagant degree af ecoufidence in 
everything. There has been apparentiy no 
difficulty in pushing up to the vicinity of par 
stocks which pay no interest whatever, and 
forcing the more substantial securities 
far beyond the investment standard. 
The grain markets in the West, 
partly with the aid of Eastern ‘cap 
Ital, have been stimulated to a degree 
that has practically shut off export, and the 
storehouses are filled with stuff, held at 
prices which European buyers will only be 
prepared to pay in the case of a second crop 
failure, High prices under such conditions 
readily succumb to the slightest ad in- 
fluence, and the fine weather which hd pre- 
vailed during the past week or ten days has 
opened up a vision of an abundant. harvest 
next summer; as a consequenee, a good 
deal of the inflation in the prices of produce 
was squeezed out, and the holders of inflated 
stocks let go to some extent in sympathy. 

It is to be hoped that the inevitable tenden- 
cy to bottom prices may be worked out by 
these occasional drops. If the country can 
be let down gradually in the descending 
scale of prices there will be no general shock. 
It may be that another panie can be retarded 
many years by a periedical, or even an occa- 
sional and spasmodic, application of reason 
to speculative practices and a proper consid- 
eration of the law of supply and demand, An 
excess of produce in the storehouses, an 
everreaching movement in certain railroad 
stocks, an occasional tightening in the 
money market—these are by no means mis- 
fortunes if they aet as correctives of an un- 
reasoning and reckless spirit ef specula- 
tion. There is occasion to think that 
something of this gradual contraction in 
prices has been going on for several months. 
The reaction which arrests a precipitate 
downfall of prices does net, nevertheless, re- 
store the scale of prices that prevailed before 
the decline. A comparison between the price 
of breadstuffs and produee today with that 
which ruled three or four months ago, or 3 
similar comparison between the average 
rates of stocks now and then, will bear out 
this statement, and the country is to be con- 
gratulated on the fact. If the gas in the 
balloon can be allowed to eséape little by 
little there is not much danger of collapse, 
whereas the bursting of the balloon is in- 
evitable if the process of inflation is kept up 
beyond Its capacity. 

The operations in railroad stocks and grain 
margins do not materially affect the country 
and its business except as they influence the 
prices of commodities for consumption or 
affect the money market. The merchant, 
mechanic, and housekeeper de not note par- 
ticularly the rise and fall in Wali street or on 
the Chicago Board of Trade. But thereis a 
certain sympathy between the speculative 
prices and the rated value of goods which 
continue to change hands. The inflation in 
the stock and grain markets has been fol- 
lowed by a very marked increase in the 
prices put upon most other forms of 
property, except, perhaps, real estate, which 
is usually the last to recever from along 
period of monetary stringency and commer- 
cial depressjon, Iu the same manner the oo 
casional check on prices in the speculative 
world exerts a restraining influence an prices 
in the actual business world, and to that ex- 
tent helps to postpone anything like a gen- 
eral panie which results from the overstrain 
of values and distortion of eredits. Hence a 
flurry in the Stock Exchange or produce 
markets, involving a eontraction of prices, 
aets asa corrective for business generally, 
and is by no means a matter for regret in a 
time of great prosperity and overweening 


confidence,

OF THE SUBJECT BY GREAT BRITAIN—

THE EAST. 
DEPOSING THE SULTAN—REVOLT IN ARABIA. 

LonDoN, Feb, 14.—A dispateh from Alex- 
andria, Egypt, to the Vienna Fremdenblatt 
says: “A detachment of Yemen rebels is ad- 
yancing upon Meeca via Saadeh to proclaim 
there the spiritual deposition of the Sultan of 
Turkey and the restoration of the Arabian 
Caliphate,” 

The Paris Gaulois contains a very detailed 
account of the insurrection in Arabia, which 
it devlares to bea much more important affair 
than people in general suspect, or than the 
Porte is willing te eonfess. The originators 
of the movement are, of course, the Wahabis, 
the reformers of the Mahometan world, who 
on a former occasion, in the eighteenth cent- 
ury, actually succeeded in driving the Turks 
for a time out ot Arabia. It was Mehemet 
All, the celebrated Viceroy of Egypt, who 
again brought them under the sway of the 
Sultan; but ever since that time they have 
maintained their ground as a religious, if 
not a political, sect, and still regard with un- 
diminished hatred the orthodox Mussalmans. 
As long as they remained tolerably quiet in 
the district of Nedj, which is their special 
domain, the rulers at Constantinople could 
afford to treat their animosity wita inditfer- 
enee and disdain, But they are now in a very 
different position, and appear, if the truth were 
known, to be causing great anxiéty in the 
Ottoman Capital. The great war with Rus- 
sia obliged the Sultan to denude Arabia of 
its usual contingent of troops, and the op- 
portunity thus afforded to the malcontents 
enabled them to come out from their retreats 
te the more central part of the peninsula, 
and even to make proselytes, and enter into 
dangerous intrigues in the holy cities them- 
selves, Mecca itself is sald to be full of 
fanaties of the Wahabi persuasion, who are 
eager and almost ready to throw off the 
religious yoke of the descendants of Oth- 
man. Joined to this question uf sects is one 
of perhaps still more serious import. The 
malcontents are beginning to recognize as 
their leader a man professing to bea direct 
lineal descendent of Abbas, the uncle of the 
Prophet; and it is said that the tribes of 
Beni-Thaket and Beni-Arish have actually 
taken up arms in his behalf, and are threat- 
ening the garrison at Mecea, while another 
tribe, the Beni-Ottaiba, intereept the com- 
muunieations between that city and Medina.

The form that hereditary insanity would take 
could not be determined. In Mrs. Stick ner 
the hereditary stamp is ned., and 
80 in the case Arthur Clifford, 
where suicidal mania was the form, but in tbe 
defendant form is not established.

Oase Undergoing Argument at 
Columbus. 


The Ticket-Commission Reform Move- 
ment- What the General Managers 
Mave to Say, and What is Necessary 
to Accomplish the Reform. 

The General Managers of some of the roads 
whicb have thus far refused to join in the ticket- 
commission reform movement claim that they 
are notactuated by a desire to perpetuate the 
commMission system, or because they believe it 
to be necessary to carry on the passenger busi- 
ness, but because the action thus far taken by 
the General Passenger Agents is not caiculated 
to bring about the desired reform. The Gea- 
eral Passenger Agents, ey say, have pro- 
hibired their agents from receiving commissions 
from other roads forthe sale of tickets, but 
have faiiedto take any action that prevents 
them from paying commissions, if they feel 
inclined to do so. The additional resolu- 
on, passed at Wednesday's meeting, not 
to pay commissions to agents of lines in the 
combination amounts to but little, in their opin- 
ton, as no penalty is provided for the violation 
of that resolution, and, consequently, many of 
the lines in the combination wili continue to pay 
commissions clandestinely, and thus lead to a 
system of bribery and corrupuon. It is wrong, 
in the opinion of these General Managers, to 
prohibit ticket agents, who receive but from $30 
to $50 per month salary, from accepting commis- 
sions, as their salaries are made 80 low because 
they derive their principal income from the 
commissions they receive. Many of the ticket 
agents now make from $2,000 to $3,000 per year 
from commissions alone, and these men 
could not be expected to work for $30 or $Wa 
month. Before prohibiting the ticket agents 
from receiving comméssivnas their salaries ougat 
to be mude to corgeepend with the work they 
have to perform. the way the reformers now 
bave things arra the ticket agents will have 
to stand ali the burden. There is uv reason, they 
say, why these meu alone should be made to pay 
the tiddler. The Geueral Passenger — 
these General Munawers say, Qugot to resolve. 
they meun to carry out this reiorm, not to pay 
commissions to any one, and some of the mouey 
thus saved should applied to the increase of 
the salaries of the ticket agents. Penaities 
should also be provided against those General 
Passenger Agents who violate the agreement. 
The roads coytinuing to pay commissions, they 
say, could be forced to terms by refusing to in- 
terchange business with them. 

While there is considerabie force and truth in 
these assertions, 7 these General Manugers 
must know that General Passenger Agvnts 
can take no action without rhe san of their 
General Managers. The General Passenger 
Agents can hardly be expected to discharve 
themselves if they catch themselves in violating 
the agreement. It is quite evident that the pres- 
ent movement, inaugurated by the Genera! Pas- 
sengzger Agents, will never amouat to much as 
loug as the General Managers do vot concern 
themselves about the matter. ral 
Passenger Agents bave gone about as far as 
— dared to go at present without 
endangering their interests. It gen- 
erally kuown that the regulations of many 
of the General Passenger Agents, who 
now so violently oppuse the reform movement, 
have been gained by wining, and dining, and 
carousing with ticket-ageots and scalpers, and 
these men can never be ioduced to join the 
ticket-reform movement until they are com- 
pelied to do sv by their superior officers. If the 
General Managers of the various roads in this 
country are earnestly in favor of reforming the 
ticket-commission system they can easily ac- 
compiish the desired result. All they will have 
to do to stop the payment of comm.ssions for 
the sale of tickets will be to meet together and 
resolve that their General Passeuger Agents 
shall no longer pay commissions for thé sale of 
tickets under penalty of immediate discharge, 
and that no vouchers for the payment of com- 
missions shall be approved. 

It is quite certain that such or similar action 
will have to be taken by the General Managers 
if the system of paying commissions for the 
sale of tickets is to be stamped out of existence. 


The Western Trunk-Lise® Association 
BRatifies the Emigraut-Bate Agree- 
ment Miade in New York Last Week. 
The Western Trunk-Liues Passenger Associa- 

tion held a meeting yesterday at Commissioner 

Dixon's office; in the Rand-McNaily Building, 

for the purpose of taking action regarding the 

arrangement made by the Executive Committes 
of the assoviation with the Eastern trunk lines 
in New York last week, by which the 
troubies regarding emigrant rates between the 

Eastern and Western lines will be brought to an 

end. As heretofore stated in THe TRIBUNE, the 

New York conference resulted in a compromise 

by which the Eastern lines agree to charge but 

10 per cent commission, instead of W per cent, 

for securing the business, on condition that the 

Western lines should again pro- rate on the oid 

basis.

have awreed to pay 10 per cent commission to 
the steamship iines, notwithstanding the fact 
that toey bave Organized a pool., thus in a meas- 
ure controverting the assertions of the Western 
trunk lines that said commission was 
caused solelxf by competition, the West- 
ern Truok-Lines’ Association agrees to ac- 
cept the =prvuposition of tne astern 
trunk lines to assume their proportionate sbare 
of said 10 per cent commission as a matter of 
compromise. Not that the Western lines deem 
it u necessary or just cbarge, but as members of 
the Eastern Trunk Live Pool, building the same 
opinion, waive them for the purpose of com- 
promise and settlement of differences, they con- 
cluded to accept the conditions.

The rapid 1132 of suburban travel between 
Chicago and Kensington necessitated an addi- 
tion of twelve cars to the passenger equipment. 
Six locomotives and fifty cars are employed 
daily to meet the requirements of this traitic. 

During the year 2,360 additional feet of stone 
wail was built on the west line of the right of 
way in Chicago, and twelve stalls were added to 
the east cugine-buuse at Weidou. 

The completion of two new docks, each 300 
feet wide and 1,000 feet long. and of the Kau- 
dolph-street viaduct, added «reatly to the ter- 
minal facilities of the Company in Chicago, The 
viaduct is 1,725 feet iong, and consists of 183 feet 
of substantial masoyry and 1,542 feet of wrought 
iron bridge, sup by iron columns resting 
upon stoue and pile foundation.

wity the Soutbern line. At South Park a large 
and attractive passenger-bouse, 255 feet long, 
of pressed brick, with stone trimmings, was 
built. A vew suburban passenger stauon was 
opened at Sixteenth street, Chicago, and sta- 
tiou-bouses were erected at Arcula, Dimick, 
Kankakee Junction, and Lake Fork. Eight 
elevators and three dwellme- houses for track- 
men were built on the Middle Division. 

The report of Land-Commissioner Daggy shows 
that during the year 1881 there were suid 24,244 
acres of donated lands to 420 persons for $135,587, 
averaging to each purchaser 56.51 acres; average 
price per acre, $5.50.

The Alton Claims the Credit of Having 
Raa the First Pullman Sleeper, the 
First Dining-Cars, and the First Mor- 
ton Chair-Cars, 

It has been the general impression that the 
Michigan Ceatral and thé Chicago, Burlingtun 
& Quincey Railroads were the first roads to run 
dining-cars on their trains. Investigation, how- 
ever, shows that to the Chicago & Alton belongs 
the honor of having first inaugurated the dining- 
carsystem. The Michigan Centra! and Burlins- 
ton did not put on dinmg-cars until 18735. The 
Chicago & Alton put dinping-cars on its line be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis in 1868 The cars 
at that time were run clear through, and not 
put on, as at present, during meal hours. These 
ears Were constructed and wanaged by Mr. Puli- 
man, and the price for a meal was 61. 
Afterwards the Alton acquired au inter- 
est in the din cars, and about 
four years ago it assumed full control of them, 
and reduced the price for a meal to 75 cents, the 
same us is now charged by all the otber lines. 

The Alton is also tne first road which run Pull- 
man sleep: ng-Ccars, first Pullman sleeper 
was placed on this line in 1858. This sleeper was 
called the Pioneer,“ and was built in an oid 
shanty ou Harrison street, in this city, by Puil- 
man & Field. The Pioneer is still ruuum on 
the Alton, although it Bas deen entirely remod- 
eled and reconstructed. The tirat Pullman pal- 
ace.cars with folding berths were placea on the 
Alton in 1872. cars were much beavier 
thansthose now in use. The Alton aiso claims 
the credit of having placed on its line the first 
Hortbu chair-cars, which was in 1877. 

When the Aiton adopted these new features 
it was ridiculed by other lines, as it was not 
then believed that they would ever become 
popular. Their success, however, was soon 
established, and all the lines, one after another, 
were compelled to make the same improve- 
ments.

Launch of the New steuer Otoko at 
(leveland—A Desertpiton of the Craft.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb: 16.—The steamer Onoko 
Was suécessfully lathched tuts atfternoom from 
the new fron shinfard. The munch was wWit- 
essed by au immense gathering. The boat sits 
gracefully in the water and is satisfactorily re- 
garded by her owners. average draft is 
five teet, seven feet aft and three feet for- 
ward. Tue keel is 286 feet long: over all; 32% 
feet; breadth of beutm, feet; and depth of 
bold, 28 feet.

For a few days past it nas been noticed that 
Controller Gurney and the City Proseou tor have 
bud frequent consuitadions, und all the talking 
bas been done in whispers. A TRIBUNE re- 
porter endeavored to futhom the secret, but the 
Controller was mum. However, from a glance 
at a certain bill and tbe actions of 
Aid. Cullerton yesterday morning, the seurcher 
atter pews gathered the facts. ihe McNichvias 
family are great sewer builders. They have 
dove lots of work for the city. Some time ago 
an estimate was issued in tavor of James Mo- 
Nicholas, upou which a dispute arose between 
Mr. G. Howard Eliers, the Sewer Engineer, and 
Mr. Guroey. It arose because Mr. Gurney 
claimed that the amount credited the city for 
cement barrels returned was not sufficient. 
MecNicholas built the Twenty-second street 
sewer. The brick and cement thecity furnished, 
aud the corporation was to receive 15 cents for 
each barrel not returned. Mr. Gurney btoticed 
that there was a shurtage ou the barrel 
account of $40, or about 50 per cent. 
He bud the matter investigated, and learned 
that a large pordon had been sold to the Mailea- 
bie Iron Works. MecNicholas recovered $100 
from the city for alleged delay in delivering bim 
material, and be wanted mat money. The Con- 
trolier beid it back, and demanded, besides, the 
amount due the city. It was not fortacoming. 
He gathered his evidence in the case, and the 
day before yesterday Chariey Cameron bad a 
warrant issued for the arrest of MeNichoias. 
Yesterday ine city rece:ved the total amount of 
its claims, the difference between $160 and $40, 
and now everything is quiet again. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL 
has been completed by the Finance Committee, 
and is now in me s of the priater.

HARDING’S HAND. 

HE ANNOUNCES HIS PLANS FOR BEATING THAT 
DECISION—" MILLIONS FOR DEFENSE, BUT NOT 
A OBNT POR TRIBUTE.” 

A TR«BUNE reporter called upon Mr. George 
F. Harding yesterday afternoon to ascertain his 
views on the decision of Judge Dyer, of the 
United States Court, in the case of Hart et al. 
vs. the Globe Insurance Company et al., to 
which the Receivers of the company and Mr. 
Harding were subsequently made parties, with 
a view of disclosing what had become of the 
ussets of the company, which went into bank- 
ruptey several years ago. Mr. Harding bad at 
one time been President of the compuay, had 
made large advances to keep it on its feet, 
but without avail, and finully pulled out after 
making a settlement with it previous to its be- 
coming bankrupt. 

“The decree of tne court,” said Mr. Harding, 
is an interlocutory one. It sets aside the pre- 
ferential settlement, made between me and the 
company, on the ground that, atghe time of tne 
settlement with che company, my connection 
with it was too recent. it does, however, recog- 
nize the validity of my claims to the amount of 
the preferred debt, which is $116,00u, and also the 
cash advances to the company, amounting to 


$47, 

* What steps are you going togake?” 

* I cannot do anything until after the Master 
in Chancery has made his report. He bas got to 
fiud the amount of the valid claims against the 
company. What these will be I cannottell, It 
is also a part of his duty to ascertain the amount 
of the advances I made to the company at the 
time of the settlement. He may find . my 
claims as to the amount advanced are correct, 
and ailow it to me preferentially.” 

“ What is value of the securities you took 
fn settlement? 

“Some of them are second mortgages, and 
not worth much. Altogether they are not worth 
over the amount of the note—$50,)0—which 1 
took in settiement, the securities being simply 
collateral to secure its payment.” 

“Then you came out ef the concern consid- 
erable of a loser?” 

“Yes, I should say I did—more than | care to 
tell. When this suit was commenced, I offered 
to throw off $10,000 from the tace of tne note, if 
they would let me alone, pay me the money, and 
take the securities.”

of the United States. I do not propose to lose 
the money 1 advanced to secure the settie- 
ment.” 

“TI see that in the decision the Court holds 
that Clark and Waiker were acting for them- 
gel ves in the transfer of the stock to you, and 
not acting for the company.” 

“Toat pordon of the decree astonishes me, 
for the reason that the stock which I bought 
was stock owned by the company. some of which 
it took back froma pay in Baltimore named 
Fawcett, and some of which bad been piedged 
by Clark and Walker ut different banks here in 
town as security for advauces for money needed 
by the company. The fact is, Clark got the best 
of me in the deal, and as soon as 1 discovered 
the true imwardness of the company, I did 
everything | could to get out, and. to do so, 1 
was willing to stand a considerable loss. In 
order to get out as 1 did, 1 was compelled to 
make a cash advance te the company the very 
day of the settlement. I bave enlisted ia this 
thing for war, and it is millions for defense 
and not a cent for tribute’ if | can help it.” 

Have you realized apything from the securi- 
ties in the shape of interest?” 

Not a cent. 

“ Should che court of last resort decide against 
you, what will be the result?“ 

“The value of the securities turned over to 
me will be appraiced; my claims against the 
company will be added to the other valid claims 
against it, and a pro rata of the assets will be 
awarded to me. The difference between the 
award and the appraised value of the securities 
turned over to me, I presume, they may eu- 
deavor to collect in cash, should the Supreme 
Court decide against me.

BLOOD-STAINED TREASURE 


Which Ghosts Are Said to Guard—The 
Story of a Cruel Crime-An Assasin’s 
Expiation.

Kix r AN, O., Feb. 15.—1 have just been visit- 
ing the old Mormon temple at this place. I 
learned very mucb that was very interesting and 
new to the general reader. The first tempie of 
the Lord erected by the Latter-Day Saints is 
situated on a high bill, commahding a beautiful 
and extended view in every direction, and espe- 
cially overlooking the valleys below, called in 
Gentile parlance “The Flats.“ The temple is 
builtin a very substantial manner of stone, 
and cemented over the outside with a peculiar 
combinanon, the exact ingredients of which no 
one knows. I was told by the gentleman who 
drove me from Willoughby Station that there 
were parties in Cleveland who would give $1,000 
to know how that cement was made and put oa. 
It was done by an Englishman who was a 
convert to the faith, and who was 
led to perform his work by a  revela- 
tion from the Lord. The temple is two stories 
high, and has a row of dormer windows in the 
roof on each side. The first and second floors of 
the structure are audience-rooms, and have 
pulpits in each end. These pulpits rise, the one 
above the other, and each one has room for 
three persons. Ou each pulpit are inscribed 
letters. These letters were originally in gilt, 
and the carving on the puipits, which was very 
elaborate and grand, was also oruamented with 
gilt. But in recent years this gilt bas been 
painted over with black paint. The ietters on 
the pulpits are as follows, with their signifi- 
cance, as was explained by an old Mormon lady 
who unlocked the building and for two sbillings 
showed me its woanders: M. P. H. (Melchisedec 
High Priest); P. M. H. (Presiding Meichisedec 
High Priest); M. P. C. (Presiding Meichisedec 
Counselors). 

At the other end of the house were similar 
pulpits, rising the one above the other, with the 
foliowing letters: 

P. T. A. (Presiding Aaronic Teacher). 

PF. A. F. (Presiding Aaronic Priest). 

B. P. A. (Presiding Aarvnic Bisnop). 

On the clota which covered the desk on which 
lay a copy of King James’ transiation of the 
Bibie were these letters in gilt: M. P. E.,“ 
meu Presiding Meichisedec Elder. Thirteen 
stairs lead up from the floor where the congre- 
gation is assembied to the bighest point of the 
pulpits. Thetront of these pulpits are so high 
that there was no possibility of seeing the occu- 

aot of a seat within them. All along the ceil- 

ng were indications of the places frum which 
had hung suspended the various veils. These 
were in their day very elaborate and higbly or- 
namented, but have long since Stesppenred, 
Across the front of the building was the follow- 
ing legeud in guilt: 

: Tun Hovse or tHe Lon. 

: Built by tie Church of Christ, 
i A. D. 1834.

The old lady who holds the keys of the temple 
was vory talkative and exceedingly anxious to 
proselyte and correct all abuses and wrong im- 
preas.ons that had gone abroad in regard to the 
sect. Her name is Mrs. Eiecta Stratton, and she 
told me she was formerly a Presbyterian, liviag 
in a neighboring town, and having read the new 
doctrine believed and was baptized, and moved 
to Kirtland, where she has since remained, re- 
fusing to go west when the exodusto Nauvoo 
took place.

Visitors 
came and scoffed and heaped all manner of in- 
diguities upon the holy place. But at lengtb— 
something more than woe years. ago—an 
elder by the name of Huntly came from the 
West somewhere and took ion of the 
temple. He cleaned it out, whitewashed the 
walls, and repaired it. Fora time services were 
hold in it again, and then he went away. It 
seemed impossible to get the people to listen to 
the word. ‘Then there was a long time that there 
was no Elder here. But finally, some two or 
three years ago, Eider Joseph Mebowell came 
among us, and he went to work and tixed up the 
temple somewhat and preached the word to us. 
But after a time he also depurted, and we are 
now without an Elder, and a small bandful of us 
still remain and adhere to the faith. But the 
time will come when all the world shall know of 
the truth and believe it.

THE THEATRES. 


Open Letter from the Bev. Merrick 
Johnson to the Hon. K. C. Larned. 
CuIcaGao, Feb. 16.—Te the Hon. E. C. Larned— 
My Dear Sin: Lhe exceeding rarity of geutle- 
manly courtesy in this theatrical discussion 
makes your exhibition of the grace refreshing. 
The amenities are consistent with intense con- 
victions, and I would not be understood as abat- 
ing my estimate of your motive io further and 
witu all possible emphasis antagonizing your 


method. 

And now to your letter. You say I do not 
deny your two propositions; (1) That there is 
nothing essentialiy evil in dramatic representa- 
tions. (2) That the taste for them has existed 
for a very long period. 

Why should i deny them? Assent goes with- 
out saying. But neither will you deny (b that 
there is nothing essentially evil in human naked- 
ness. O That taste for it and for many oth- 
er things that not be named is a good deal 
older taan the taste for dramatic entertain- 
ments. Yet you do not need to be told that if 
we have nude nature we must get back into 
Eden or go down into savagery. . 

So I believe if we have the theatre we must 
da ve a regenerated and sanctified human nature, 
or we must bave more or less of unchasteness 
and fith on the boards. The ideal stage is out 
of the question, as meu and Women are pow 
constituted. Theatrical reform, radicai and 
permanent. is impossible without a deeper re- 
form that shall pervade society, the home., and 
the heart, and go to the very roots of human 


character. 

You think otherwise. You havea sborter cut. 
In your judgment, discriminating Coristian 
patronage of the theatre as it is will make the 
theatre what it ought to be. In my judgment, 
this theory of refurm flies in the face of figures, 
facts, and murals. it seems to me not valy 
quixotic and visionary, I. e., iadefensibie at the 
bar of common sense; but unsafe and compro- 
misinpg, 1. e., iadefensibie at the bar of Christian 
etnics. 

Let me restate these points and show how they 
are set round “with contirmation strong as 
proof from Holy Writ.” 

First, the tgures. Your theory of reform 

to pieces on a simple sum in addition. 
Count up the really moral aud reiigious people 
who can be persuaded to attend theatrical per- 
formances, yet who will not tulerate by their 
presence at the theatre anything indelicate or 
profane, and what proporuon will they beur to 
the whole community? The veriest tyro in sta- 
tistics would be swift with an approximate au- 
swer,and it would be away down below one- 
teath. This little bundle of statistics nods its 
head detiantly at your theory. 

The theatres are wded, and they pay. Not- 
withstanding their vulgarity and obscenity, they 

y. if these crowds wanted “everything ob- 
ectiopabie” swept from the stage, dont you 
think they would soon tind a way oi getting it to 
the ears of the managers? Meu stamp out of 
church sometimes, mad at some truth they bear’ 
Did you ever kaow of a moral theatre-gver walk, 
ing out of the theatre in indignant protes 
against a double entendre or a scoff 
at religion? No. They sit it through. 
They do not burn with righteous indignation 
much. They are not bursting with the spirit of 
reform. They are not there for reform. They 
are there for amusement, and they are willing 
to take it with a littie so-called spice, rather 
than make a fuss about it, They are not “low 
and vicious,” but dilettanti. And such is not 
the stuff reformers are made of. 

Secondly, the facts. Your theory of reform 
can no more stand the facts than it can the ap- 
piication of a little arithmetic. 

The facts are (1) that the theatre in this city 
and country never bad the support and encour- 
agement of moral and religious people it now 
enjoys; (2) that the theatre here was never sv 
bad. Clearly, if Christian patronage is going to 
reform the theatre, the returm ought to begin. 
But the grade is downward. The theatre is 
growing worse and worse. 

uick to see how your theory is bopelesly sure 
to lose its head in butting against these two 
“stubborn you meet the rst tact with 
an “if” and second fact with a denial. 

As to the tirst fact you say, It the mural and 
religious of the community as a whole, 
with ministers and people (italics yours), wouid 
give their support to the theatre, etc. in other 
wit the increased Christian patron- 
age, but it isn’t enough and discriminating 
enough to start therefurm. You must needs 
have the entire body of Christians, as a whoie, 
ministers and people.“ crowding the theatres on 
clean nights, to get the theatres washed of un- 
cleanness on other nights. By the time you 
dave gotten the whole Church on that crusade 
be plenty of the reformation host 
themselves needing reformation, for Christian 
theatre-guing bas never yet been known to con- 
tribute to spirituality, as it has never yet been 
known to contribute to theatrical reform. 

But you again instance the present condition 
of the stage in Germany. You assert that your 
theory of reform bus Deen Carried out there to 
the fullest extent, and the result has been that 
the theatre there is unexceptionabie.”” You cite 
a writer in the Atlantic and an intelligent Chris- 
tian lady of this city in confirmation. I do not 
question at all the sincerity of either. But tes- 
timony on such a matter depends for its value 
op poist of view and extent of observation. A 
German gentieman of this city tells me be has 
heard Camille at the Court Theatre in Ber- 
lin. And Camilie” is one of the worst plays 
on the stage—as this gentieman styles it, the 

lorification of a bariot.” He says Adrienne 

uvreur,” which u ka and Rachel, as 
well as Bernhardt, have rendered, “couid be 
played on any stage in Germany.” Aud Adri- 
enne uvreur” is a drama “sustained 
almost throughout by two adulterous jiaisons.”

which you I say are so frequent and so vile.“

clean. And then you go, ana find no tilth. Per- 
fectiy wonderful!

And to whom are we to go 
fur knowledge of the theatre if not to its most 
familiar friends and guardians?

Southern, says: In these times entertainments 
in weatres are so indiscriminate,even in our 
must reputabie play-houses, mat I bave known 
sume of our best performers huve found it nec- 
essary to first attend and see a performance be- 
fore they would allow their wives and daugb- 
ters to go. Why was this necessary? Woy, be- 
cause they knew there was very little of clean- 
peas in those places; and who better than they 
should know?’ 

Who better than they, indeed! Let every 
man at all tamiliar with the subject know,” etc.

One more witness and am done. When my 
indigtwent of tobe theatre first appeared a prom- 
ment and talented star actor was iu the city, 
cuncededly emong the most respectable, and of 
a National reputation. After be had read that 
array of charges and proofs he said (and | buve 
the words from one wno heard them fall frum 
his lip: Would to God | dared say all I know 
and feel about this matter. But Jonuson is 
right; only be bes not told half the truth!”

You probably agree with me, by this time, that 
[ean afford to let this point go to the jury uf 
public opinion. 

The truth doubtless is that the actor quoted 
above, and whose name, if I should give it, 
would carry instant and great weight, is liter- 
ally right, and that I bave “not told half the 
truth.’ 

The evils of the theatre are not all in the 
giare of the footliights, and very much that gets 
into the face of the audience does not get into 
priut. While l bave been on this theatre iuves- 
tygation often sickened, shocked, and made in- 
dignaunt at the unconceaied assuults on ——— 
and decency, I can assure you doors have opene 
tome whose revelations have been infamous, 
and of which | have not yet said a word. 

Take this new French importadon, Odette,“ 
receutly landed at New York aud brought out at 
Daly's Theatre, and which will doubtiess soon be 
on its way to Chicago, and is it to be supposed 
that men and women can participate in render- 
ing what the New York Trijune calis that beat- 
itude of glorious feminine wickedness” without 
the swmirch of the foul thing striking a good deal 
deeper than their clothes? 

And this brings me to the third point I pro- 
posed to restate and emphasize. 

Thirdly, me morais. The figures and the facts 
make your theory of reform quixotic and visjon- 
ary, as | think | have abundantiy shown, It 
fares no better, in my judwement, at the bar of 
Coristian etbics. The theury seems to me unsafe 
and culo promising. 

It iets down the bars. However well meant. it 
lends countenance to the vile and vicious. On 
the piea of a right to gratify dramatic instinct, 
it puts the moral and the reiigious to the sup- 
port of an institution that is me open and no- 
torious purveyor of trash, indecency, and filth. 

Look at it. It does seem tu me this ought to 
be clear to any man born with a conscience. 
The morafand religious class select tne inter- 
mittent clean 1 — What do they patronize? 
The theatre. inom do they support? The 
management. That theatre, thus patronized, 
stands revealed ou its own open stage a8 prevail 
iugiy a moral abomioation. That management, 
thus supported, is branded With the dishonor of 
publicly and repeatediy debauching society and 
corrupting moruls by its program of vapid, sen- 
suous, and vicious plays. 

What is your solitary reply to this? Why, that 
I gravely contend that it is impossible there 
should be good things at the theatre at any time 
because tuere are bad at sometimes.” I beg 
your pardon. What I do contend is that tne 
good cannot wash out the bad or take that brand 
of shame and dishonor from the management; 
and going to that theatre supports the manage- 
ment. 

You ask, If Sarah Bernhardt panders to l- 
centiousness by acting unciean French dramus, 
do Lawrence Barrett and Henry Irving thereby 
become immoral and uncuastef No. But if 
Sarah Bernbardt panders to _licentiousness, 
Christians have no right to patronize the man 
who places her on the boards todo it! That 
sbould expose him to the scorn of purity and to 
social ostracism: not to Christian countenance 
and patronage when he chovuses to whitewash his 
theatre boards. 

You ask again: “ Does it follow because in 
one church an atheistical free-thinker like Mun 
denies the existence of God from its pulpit, 
that therefore we shall be contaminated by 
hearing Other ministers pray to God and pro- 
claim His praises from the same pulpit?’ Con- 
taminated? No. Aud 1 have never said or 
thought you were personally * contaminated ” 
in beuring a perfectly chaste and elevating play. 

But suppose the oflicers of a church, the man- 
agement, continuously engage Lngersolis, and 
Miins,and Brigham Youngs, and wen of like 
piumage for their pulpit supply, and at rare in- 
tervais furnish a week of Gabriel; would Curis- 
tians count it promotive of doctrinal reform in 
that church, and vonsistent with loyalty to their

It Again Calis the Bev. F. 8. Henson. 
of Philadelphia, Who Wil This Time 
Accept. * 
Another meeting of the congregation of the 

First Baptist Church was held Wednesday even- 

ing to consider the question of calling a pastor. 

The Rev. Dr. De Witt presided, and, after 

the usual devotiomal exercises, Deacon J. E, 

Tyler, of the Puipit Committee, brought the 

question before the meeting by reviewmg the 

correspondence had with Drs. Hunt, of Fails 

River, and Henson, of Philadelphia. both of whom 

bad deciined calls extended to them. He ex- 

plained that Dr. Henson bad declined on — * 

of circumstances over which be had uo control, 

but since then be had corresponded with him, 
asking bim to recommend some one else, and in 


You speak of 


the correspondence it had been intimated 
that he would accept the call if 
again tendered him, provided it 


was unanimous. He had told him in bis letters 
that his (Henson's) declination had been a great 
disappointment to the church, and if be would 
come, be would be giadiy received. On the 
strength of this, Dr. Henson bad irrevocabiy 
resigned his pastorate in Philadeiphia Sunday, 
and bad telegraphed him to that effect the next 
day,and Tuesday the Pulpit Committee bad 
met and ddupted a resoluuon to call him, He 
read the resoiution, and, after some further 
talk, submitted the following for the action of 
the coogregauon: 

iesulved, That we hereby unanimously extend 
acall to Dr. F. 8. Henson, in accordance with 
tune recommendation uf the committee. 

Mr. Hinckiey said he had been to Philadeiphia 
recently, nad seen Dr. Henson and assured bim 
that the church desired bim above ali things, 
and that if be would irrevocably sever his con- 
nections there he might consider bimseif pastor 
of the First Church, which announcement was 
received with applause. 

The resoluuivn was then unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote, after which Praise Gud trom 
whom all blessings flow,” was sung with great 
earnestness. 

Dr. Henson was subsequently informed by 
telegraph of the ac tion of the church, aud he is 
expected to enter upon the pastorate a week 
from next Sunday, thougn he will not 
be able to move his tamily dere for 
some weeks. It is not known outside of a few 
what has induced him tu chauge bis mind aboyt 
coming to the First Church, but it ‘is 
rumored that the promises made him by his 
congregation, which ied dim tirst to decline, 
un ve not been kept, and that after, the annual 
meeting of the courch there, which bas been 
held ia the meantime, he determined to ir- 
revocably resign, whether he received a secoud 
call to this city or not. 


A MARYLAND MARRIAGE. 


The Becord of a Bride of Fourteen 
Years—History ot Sydney Shores, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago ‘iribune 
Wrstrover, Md., Feb. 15.—The many remark- 
able crimes and romances which during the past 
three years have rendered the eastern sbores of 
Maryland and Virginia so notorious all 
over the country have just been suppie- 
mented by an incident which fully sus- 
tains the reputation of the shore for 
strange occurrences. The famous Heru-Duer 
shooting case, the parties to which were young 
girls; the death of one and the murriage of the 
Other; the charge against a State Seuator, a 
member of an old and historical family of the 
State, of being criminally intimate with the 
wife of bis shoemaker, will readily be recalled. 
Last week, however, the curious history of 
the Eastern Sore was furnished fine mu- 
terial by the marriage of Ella Shores 
aged 14, to Howard E. White, aged 16, of Dames 
Quarter district. The interest attaching to this 
ceremony will be apparent when it is stated 
that the girl was the divoreed wife of her step- 
father, Sidney Shores. aged 45. On the Sth of 
February, 1880, the Rev. Z. Bowen married 
Shores and the girl, then E years old. On the 
9th of the same month Bhores was arrested 
at his home in Dames Quarter and 
the Rev. Bowen was arrested in Mt. Vernon, 
taken before Justice A. K. Robinson, of Princess 
Auue. and committed to jail in default of bail. 
Prior to this Sydney had married bis uncie’s 
widow, and she had not been dead more than 
two months when he induced Eila, his wife's 
daughter by ber first husband to marry bim as 
stated. The child was too young to know any 
better, and no blame was attached to ber. In 
this State a penalty of $500 is imposed upon a 
man for taking to wife a stepdaughter, and the 
minister, upon conviction, ts fined $1,500 for per- 
forming the ceremony. Both Sbores and boweu 
were indicted at the April term of court, 1880. 
Both trials took place during the same term. 
Shores was convicted, and a nue of $500 was im- 
posed upon him, be to stand committed until 
tine and costs were paid. The convict was a poor 
man, and if the terms of the sentence 
were to de carried out it looked as 
though the groom would pass. the remain 
der of his days in jail. Fortune favored 
bim, however, and be escaped from jail on the 
20th of May, 1880, and has not since been beard 
trom. Mr. Bowen was tried by a jury and ac- 
quitted on the ground that he did not know the 
girlor the affinity exisiing between hep-and 
Shores. The marriage of Sydney and Ella was 
annulled by the court. It will be seen that, on 
che same day of the same montb, two years 
after her first marriage, Ella Shores was for 
the second time married, although only 14 
years oid, Sidney Shbores, the stepfather 
whose whereabouts is not known, 
was, during the War, a Union soldier, and was 
in Fort Sumter at the time the first shot was 
fired. Quite a romantic story is related of bim 
in this connection. When the first shell was 
fired ou Fort Sumter, it went througb an em- 
brasure into one of the apartments where 
Shores was on duty as sentinel at the time. A 
number of ladies, wives of the cers, were in 
the apurtment, and, as the projectile roiled over 
the floor with a hissing fuse they screamed 
loudly and made a rush for the door.

Persistent Litigant«—The Third Trial 
of a Suit Against a Liie-Insurance Com- 
pany. 

Judge Hawes is engaged in hearing the case 
of Annie B. La-vrence against the Mutual Lite-

$10,000 on a policy of insurance on the life of 
her husband, Jeremiah R. Lawrence. The pol- 
icy was issued Dec. II.

ground of informalities, The company resists 
payment principally on the claim that Law- 
rence “died by bis own hand "’—the terms of the 
policy excepting such cases—and bence it is not 
liable even if it was dy an accident, and also on 
the ground of some misrepresentation in bis ap- 
plication. 


A Much HMarassed Contractor Gets Out 
of Jail on a Technicality—Requisits 
Judge Rogers yesterday beard the habeas cor- 

pus case of Phi H. Decker, the contractor. 

He was arrésted some time ago on a capias for 

not turning out a berse and buggy and otber 

property to the Sherif under an execution 
against him. He asked to be released on the 
ground that the aflidaviton which he was ar- 
rested lacked the notarial seal, though the de- 
fect had been afterward amended. Judge Rugers 
heid that the affidavit was detective, owing to 
its failure to show that a demand had been made 
by the Sheriff. The statute did not authorize 
the issuing of a capias ou a return of the Sheriff, 
but a demand to turn out property was impera- 
tive and must be distinctly averred in the amda- 
vit. For that reason the arrest was illegal, and

She aliezwes that not only has be made ber 
life uobappy by his crueity, but be bas on three 
or four ovcasions tried to get rid of her. once by 
putting ber in a Catholic institution, and three 
times by baving her senttoan insane asylum. 
He has also been guilty of adultery for years, so 
that on many grounds she thiiks she is entitled 
to a divorce,
